in its own gature,is not to be fupported by the 


fame (nfruments, as is a legal Power,which can’ 


claun a Sanction to its Caufe. 
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Do but confider in the firft Place how the 
French King has gained this Power, which he 
exercifes over his own Vaflals, and which he 
would extend by Conqueft over all Europe. Is 
not chis Power of his Built on the Ruines of 
his Peoples Liberties? By Maflacrcs of the 
beft Men of his Country, by Frauds and clan- 
deftine Prafices, by private Aflaffinations, 
and open Violations of Solemn Oaths. and 
Covenants? Does not he feem a Leviathan, 
ler loofe by the Almighty without a Hook 
in his Wofe, to be Bound or ty’d by no Articles 
Or Treaties? And can we conclude otherwife 
than that God his pref uted this Tyrant to 


the view of Mankind as a Monarchical Mone 
fRer, in. whom are contained all. the Viccs and 
Cruelties.of Tyrants, from Nimrod to’ this 
very Day? So thet he is the very AbftraG, 
the Epito ny of Tyranny; and Providence 
has yet a farther handin this Affair: We have 
Courage not from our felves, but from fome- 
thing above us; tho’ there is a great deal 


OWing to natural Conftitutiors and Climates $ 
and the French Vaffals feem judicially dif 
{pirited by Providence to let others. fee 
the Miferies of Slavery, that they may be 
the more tender of their Native Rights and 
Freedoms, 

Now you muft allow the whole French Ar- 
my to be regulated Legions of Slaves, from 
the General to the private Centinel; and 
what can be expec from thofe Men, when 
they come to a clofe Engagement with others, 
who are forc’d and engaged in Defence of 
Property?

Marlborough, fo that he can by no means bring 
them to anEngagement ?And this is the real Va- 
lour of the French Armies.

Se@. 28. fays, That the Warlike Temper.of the 
French, is fo worn out by Frauds and Cruelties 
“of corrupt Officers, that few Men Lift them- 
felves willing to be Soldiers; and when they 
are engaged or forc’d, they are fo little able 
to endure the Miferies to which they are ex- 
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fed, that they dayly run away from their 
Colours, tho’ they know not whither to go, 
and expeét no Mercy if they are taken. The 
King has in vain attempted to Correct this 
Homour by the feverity of Aartial-Law, but 
Mens minds will not be forc’d: And tho’ his 
Troops are perfectly well Arm’d, Cloath’d 
and Exercis’d; they have given many Tefti- 
monies of little worth. When the Priace of 
Conde had by his own Valour, and the Strength 
of the Kings Guards, broken the firft Line of 
the Prince of Oranges Army at the Battel of 
Seneff, and put the reft into Diforder, he 
could not make. the fecond and third Line of 
his own Army to advance and reinforce the 
ficft; by which means he loft all the fair hopes 
he had conceived of an entire Victory: Not 
long after, the Marfhal de Crequi, was abando- 
ned by his whole Army near Trier; who ran 
away, hardly ftriking a ftroak, and left him 
with 16 Horfe to fhift for himfelf. When 
Monfieur de Turene, by the excellency of his 
Conduét and Valour, had gain’d fach a Repu- 
tation among{t the Soldiers, that they thought 
themfelves fecure ander him, he did not fuffer 
fuch Difgraces; but he being Kiil’d, they re- 
turned to the ufual Temper of forc’d and ill- 
ufed Soldiers; half the Army was loft in a 
Retreat little differing from a Flight; and the 
reft, as they themfelves confefs, faved by the 
Bravery of two Englifh Regiments 5 the Prince 
of Conde was foon after fent to Command; 
but he could not with all his Courage, Skill, 
and Reputation, raife their fallen Spirits, nor 
preferve his Army any other way, than by 
Lodging them in a Camp near Scbleftadt, fo 
fortifi’'d by Art and Nature, that it could not 
be forced ? 

Thus far this great Man of the A/artial 
Power and Difcipline of the French at that Time. 
Which is not long enough ago for the French 
to be much altered in this Refpet: For they 
have the fame Tyrannical Prince, the fame Me- 
fhods of Treating their Soldiers, and their

The great Marfhal de Turene, told the pre- 
fent King of France as much as this comes to, 
to his very Face. You think, faid he, you have 
Armies, but you have none: The one half of 
the Officers, are Bawdy- Houfe Companions of 
Monfieur — , or the Creaturés of his 
Whore Madam — ; the other half may 
be Men of Experience, and fit for their Em- 
ployments; but they are fuch as- would be 
pleafed with nothing more than to fee you 
jofe two or three Battles, that coming to 
ftand in need of them, you might caufe them 
to be better ufed by your Minifters, than of 
late they have been, 

Tyranny and fion cannot laft long; 
and Tyrants have often found themfelves ruin- 

















ed even by thofe very Inftruments of Oppref- 
fion, Which they have made ufe of in Enthral- 


inz of others, King James the laft of Eng- 
land, was Supplanted by thofe very Men 
which held the Stirrup, whilft he Mounted 
into the Saddle of Arbitrary-Power 5 for fuch is 
the Frailty of Humane Nature, when enclined 
to Oppreffion and ‘Cruelty, that Men Praife the 
Tyrant, whilft he is Perfecuting of others ; 
but they fly in his Face, when it Comes to -be 
their own Turn. 

Country-m. I had almoft forgot to tell you 
one Story. I amtold at London, that a certain 
Perfon in a black Gown comes often into a 
Coffee-Houfe in Queens-fireet, where he Reads 
the Obfervator,and rails at it abomiaably ; but as 
foon as he is gone, the Obfervator is loft :
